POMONA — A $10 million ur­ 
ban renewal 
project across 
the street from the City Hall, 
proposed by the Pomona De­ 
velopment 
Co., 
was 
ap­ 
proved “in concept” by the 
City Council Tuesday night. 
The project 
includes con­ 
struction of six-and 10-story 
business buildings and several 
other sm aller buildings in a 
two-block area on the north 
side of Mission Boulevard, be­ 
tween 
Garey 
Avenue 
and 
Main Street. 
It also includes the removal 
of the present downtown post 
office as well as the present 
building on the corner of Mis­ 
sion and Garey. 
And on the part of the city, 
it means the sale of $1,300,000 
worth of bonds and the trans­ 
fer of the old city hall site to 
the conpany to get the project 


going.

assured

council that the city will real­ 
ize much more than a return 
on its money in the taxes it 
will receive over the 
years

The council, acting as the 
P o m o n a 
Redevelopment 
A g e n c y , unaniomously ap­ 
proved the proposal “ in con­ 
cept,” and then instructed the 
company to work out details 
of the project with the re­ 
development 
commission—a 
subsidiary 
of 
the 
agency 
— and bring back final rec­ 
ommendations to the council 
in August. 


Until the final agreement is 
signed, the council’s approval 
remains tentative.

First Phase 


The first phase calls for the 
construction of the six-story 
structure—to be known as the 
United California Bank Build­ 
ing—on the corner of Mission 
and Garey, as well as some 
satellite Buildings facing Mis­ 
sion.

POMONA —■ Threats have 
followed last week’s cockfigh- 
tep raids in wjiich 1,365 fight­ 
ing roosters were seized near­ 
by in what was termed the 
largest raid of its 
kind 
in 
West Coast history. 
Bruce Richards, director of 
the Humane Society of the 
Pomona Valley, said he per­ 
sonally has received threats 
as have Los Angelos County 
Fairgrounds personnel where 
the 
birds 
have 
been 
kept 
since their seizure. 
“These persons,” Richards 
said, “ have threatened to go 
out 
to the 
fairgrounds 
and 
burn down the poultry build­ 
ings to destroy the evidence. 
That’s 
really 
silly, 
because 
we really don’t need the birds 
any more as evidence.” 
Richards said he feels that 
those making threats are ones 
who want to see cockfighting 


continue. He said that as a 
result, fairgrounds guards are 
very careful about whom they 
allow into the poultry area. 


Meanwhile, it costs the loc­ 
al humane society and 
the

ment of 
Animal 
Regulation 
$75 a day to care for the 
birds.

WASHINGTON (U P!) —The 


S e n a t e Foreign 
Relations 


Committee voted today to re­ 


peal 
a 
resolution 
of 
con­ 
gressional backing for use of 
U.S. forces to protect Taiwan. 


The so-called Formosa reso­ 
lution was approved by Con­ 
gress Jan. 29, 1955, at a time 
of Red Chinese pressure on 
the islands off the 
Chinese 
mainland, 
including 
Taiwan 
(also known as Formosa) and 
the Pescadores. 


Chiang Kai-shek set up a 
Nationalist 
Chinese 
govern­ 
ment 
on Taiwan 
after 
the 
Communists won 
the 
main­ 
land. 
The 
Nationalists 
also 
control the Pescadores. 


Repeal 
of 
the 
resolution 
was proposed by Sens. Frank 
Church, D-ldaho, and Charles 
McC. 
Mathias, 
R-Md., 
and 
adopted by the com m ittee on 
a voice vote. 
The State Department took 
a neutral position on the ques­ 
tion of repeal of the resolution 
which gave no grant of actual 
power to the President but 
served to back his hand in 
dealing with a crisis. 
The repeal was introduced 
more than a year ago at the 
sam e time as the start of an 
effort which culminated in re­ 
peal of the Gulf of Tonkin re­ 
solution on Vietnam.

1) Ark,, 
t o l d 
reporters the 
com m ittee action today was 
not directly related to Presi­ 
dent Nixon's planned visit to 
Peking, but conceded that the 
timing was not altogether a 
coincidence, either. 


The 1955 resolution, having 
been approved by both the 
House and Senate, can only 
b * repealed by vote of both 
chambers.

measure to your outstanding 
leadership during this time, 
the U.S. has maintained its 
em inence in the field of atom­ 
ic energy.

Hefty Postal Pay 
Hike Pact Signed

WASHINGTON (UPI) - S e ­ 
ven unions signed a contract 
Tuesday with the new postal 
service giving 750,000 workers 
an average $1,710 pay raise. 


Union 
leaders 
signed 
the 
pact and traded the hefty pay 
boost, which is expected to 
cost over $1 billion during its 
two-year life, for an agree­ 
ment 
that will 
allow 
long- 
sought 
automation 
in 
the 
handling of mail. 
Elsewhere on the nation s 
troubled labor scene, most of 
500,000 communications work­ 
ers returned to their jobs in 
the Bell 
Telephone 
System, 
hut a strike against two m a­ 
jor railroads continued. 


Leaders 
of 
the 
Commu­ 
nications Workers of America 
(CWA) ordered 
their m em ­ 
bers to end a week-old strike 
against 
the Bell 
system 
at 
midnight Tuesday. 
An agreement in the dis­ 
pute 
reached 
Monday 
will 
give what union leaders have 
described as a 33 per cent 
boost in w ages and benefits 
over three years. The pact 
still must be approved by a 
mail ballot of CWA members. 


Not all locals complied with 
the return to work order.

lines were

With boisterous codefendant

The Assembly T uesday on a 
59-10 vote sent the Senate a 
state 
constitutional 
amend­ 
ment authored by Cline to lo­ 
wer the legal drinking age 
from 21 to 18. 
The house also passed a 
separate bill lowering the leg­ 
al age of adulthood from 21 to 
18 for such purposes as ob- 
t a i n i n g marriage licenses, 
standing trial, signing co­ 
tracts, serving on juries and 
becoming peace officers. The 
bill, by Assemblyman Paul 
Priolo, R-Pacific Palisades, 
went to the Senate on a 65-2 
vote. 
Priolo told his colleagues 
“ if a man is old enough to get 
his head blown off ki Viet­ 
nam’ he is old enough for the 
other rights and responsibi­ 


lities of adulthood. 
There are an estimated 1.1 
million Californians between 
the ages of 18 and 21. 
T h e l e g i s l a t i o n was 
promptea by the new federal

State Goes 


Deeper 
Into Debt 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) 
- 
Controller Houston I. Flour­ 
noy reports that state spend­ 
ing for the second straight 
year “ considerably exceeded” 
revenues and the fiscal year 
ended with the general fund 
owing $176.2 million. 


Flournoy said the debt was 
in the form of unrepaid loans 
from various special funds. 
He said 1970-71 spending tota­ 
led $4.75 billion but revenues 
were only $4.48 xillion. 


Due to a cash balance from 
the preceding year, the gener­ 
al fund ended fiscal 1970-71 
with $5.79 million in cash in 
the treasury but owing $176.2 
million. 


“ Not only has the unrest­ 
ricted surplus been exhausted 
from previous years,” said 
Flournoy, “ but a debt of $176 
million must be repaid and an 
ongoing and growing revenue 
gap must be overcome by in­ 
creased revenues, significant 
expenditure curtailments, or 
both, to restore fiscal res­ 
ponsibility.” 


Not True Picture 
In his preliminary annual 
report on the cash condition 
of the general fund, Flournoy 
said the state will have to 
borrow “ on the open market” 
beginning in August. 
Legislation authorizing the 
state to borrow funds by is­ 
suing competitive bid revenue 
anticipation notes instead of 
warrants was approved by 
the legislature and signed by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
Flournoy stressed that the 
preliminary report should not 
be taken as a “ complete pic­ 
ture of the state’s financial 
position.” He said a “ truer 
picture” will be completed in 
mid-August” when he issues 
financial statements on an ac­ 
crual basis for the general 
fund and all other govern­ 
mental cost funds. 
T h e 
preliminary 
report 
showed that revenue receipts 
for 1970-71 exceeded 1969-70 
receipts by $175 million, but 
spending rose more rapidly, 
exceeding 
1969-70 
expendi­ 
tures by $300 million.

Wants Second Chance 
“ But now, we suddenly find 
that the council is willing to 
just turn the property over to 
the new company without a 


sale,” he protested. “ I think 
we should be given a second 
chance.” 
Councilman 
Clay 
Bryant 
said the property was not re­ 
ally being “ given away.” He 
pointed out that the redeve­ 
lopment agency was buying it 
from the council 
and was 
making it available to the 
company. He said the cost of 
the old city hall site would be 
paid back to the council from 
tax income derived from the 
developers. 
“ Though we are trying to 
save taxes,” he explained, 
“ we are not in the business of 
making money. If we have a 
piece of land that can be used 
to benefit the city, then I ’m 
willing to let it be used for 
that purpose.” 
Spokesmen for the devel­ 
opment company pointed out 
that no election would be nec­ 
essary for the sale of the 


bonds, since they could be 
sold directly by the council as 
the redevelopment agency.

prised and irritated at the an­

might be carrying on a “ two- 
faced*’ foreign policy aimed 
at wooing both Russia and its 
Communist foe, China. 
It Was assumed that Soviet 
diplomats, both in Moscow 
and Washington, had been ful­ 
ly briefed by the U.S. govern­ 
ment s m e the announcement 
and assured that Nixon was 


not courting China at Soviet 
expense. 
But this has not allayed 
M o s c o w ’ s suspicion, the 
sources said, and has led Kos­ 
ygin to feel that he would 
only display “ weakness” by 
rushing into a summit meet­ 
ing with Nixon before the 
President 
goes 
to 
Peking 
sometime before May. 
The sources warned that 
this Soviet suspicion could af­ 
fect progress at the SALT 
talks, now in progress in Hel­ 
sinki. 
But 
diplomats 
here 
noted that the SALT negotia­ 
tors have succeeded so far in 
keeping outside issues —even 
the U.S. invasion of Cambodia 
—out of the talks.

S A I G O N

announced 
plans for a trip to Peking 
there was optimism here he 
might reach an overall Asian 
settlement with the Chinese 
leaders to end the decade-old 
Indochina War. 
Not all the optimism has 
subsided, but Western diplo­ 
mats here have been mulling 
the prospects over, and many 
of them have come to the ten­ 
tative conclusion that whate­ 
ver the effects elsewhere, Ni­ 
xon’s journey holds only slim 
prospects for an early solu­ 
tion in Indochina. 
The diplomats say there are 
two simple reasons for this: 
— T h e Vietnamese them­ 
selves —both Communist and 


n o n - C o m m u n i s t — have given 
no indication so far that they 
would be willing to accept a 
solution imposed by the big 
powers, as they did in 1954 at 
Geneva. 
-So long as the Vietnamese 


themselves want to soldier on 
toward a military decision, it 
will be exceedingly difficult 
for their backers on either 
side to quit supplying 
the 
arms and ammunition that al­ 
lows the war to go on. 
In Saigon the initial reac­ 
tion to Nixon’s announcement 
w a s 
extremely 
favorable. 
Educated 
Vietnamese 
civi­ 
lians went so far as to hail it 
as “ the beginning of the end 
of the war.” President Ngu­ 
yen Van Thieu said he honed 
Nixon’s journey would “ con­ 
stitute a first step toward the 
elaboaration 
of

peace for this part of the 
world.” 
The foreign Office called it

Americans and Chinese can 
stop the war by stopping the 
weapons,” said one diplomat. 
“ Bit that doesn’t take into 
ar ouni that the Russians also 
are prime suppliers, and are 
competing for favor in Hanoi, 
too. 
“ It might strain their trans­ 
portation for a while, but they 
could provide the small arms 
and ammunition the Chinese

These days Powers, a traf­ 
fic spotter over the city free­ 
ways, wears golf shirts and 
tennis shoes. 
“ 
U2 can 
be

valley 
skywatch pilot,” 
the 
KGIL 
r a d i o announcer declared 
Tuesday as. he turned the 
microphone over to Powers, 
flying high over the freeway 
network 
in 
a 
single-engine 
Cessna. 
Powers’ life as a sedate, 
temporary traffic spotter for 
the 
San 
Fernando 
Valley 
radio station clashes sharply 
with his not-so-distant past as 
the Central Intelligence Aeen- 
cv spy pilot whose plane was 
shot down by Soviet antiair­ 
craft missile. 
“ There is sure a lot of air 
traffic up here,” Powers said 
while wheeling over the city. 
‘ ‘ F o r t u n a t e l y , it’s all 
friendly.” 
Mornings 
and 
afternoons, 
Powers, now 40 and the fath­ 
er of two, broadcasts traffic 
bulletins at 3,000-feet over the 
smogpv reaches of Los Ang­ 
eles. His name still carries 
« impact to his listeners. 
“ We never thought much of 
you as a spy, but you’re good 
at spotting traffic jams,” said 


a caller to the station. 
Powers was 1,200 miles into 
Soviet airspace in May, 1960, 
when a surface-to-air missile 
destroyed his Lockheed-bu.lt 
U2 The disclosure that the 
United States conducted such 
spy flights over Soviet territo­ 
ry exploded chances of 
a 
summit conference between 
President Eisenhower and Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev. 
After a Soviet trial and 21 
months in prson, Powers was 
released in a prisoner ex­ 
change for which the U.S. 
surrendered Soviet master spy 
Col. Rudolph Able. 
Today the tanned, grevmg 
former 
CIA 
pilot 
chuckles 
softly at the contrast of his 
missions over Los Angeles’ 
snarled 
freeways 
and 
the 
ones he conducted high over 
Soviet military nstallations. 
“ Back in my U2 days we 
didn’t have any traffic re­ 
ports; 
mainly 
because 
we 
were the only planes that 
could fly at those altitudes.” 
From espionage flight, to 
testing Lockheed jets after 
his release, to writing a book 
on h s experiences, Powers 
feels his life has been full. 
Before he was hired by the 
radio station, he had only 


flown three times this year. 
* I 
guess I didn’t 
really 


know how much I missed fly­ 
ing until this year,” Powers 


said.

Pension Nixed 
For 'Unde Sam' 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO, 
Calif- (U PI)—The man who 
loaned his face to Uncle Sam 
for the famous “ I Want You” 
a r m y 
recruiting 
poster 
can’t get a government pen­ 
sion for his own time in the 
service. 
He d i d n ' t serve long 
enough, the Veterans Admin­ 
istration has ruled. 
‘‘I got a letter from the 
V. A. about six weeks ago,” 
Walter Botts said Tuesday. “ I 
figured they owed me about 
$6,000 retroactive pension pay 
for my Army time in the first 
war, but they said I didn’t 
have enough service time.” 
He served 80 days in the 
Army Signal Corps in 1917-18, 
but needed at least 90 days to 
qualify, he said. 
Botts, 71 and craggily han­ 
dsome, posed in 1938 for ar­ 
tist James Montgomery Flagg 
who had been commissioned 
to paint a recruiting poster 
for the Army. He chose Botts, 
a music an who moonlighted 
as a model, ‘Mainly, I think 
because of my bushy eye­ 
brows and long nose ,” Botts 


recalled. 
‘‘I was only 38 then. T sup­ 
pose I look more like Uncle 
Sam today than I did then.” 
He said the artist didn’t know 
what he should do with his 
hands, so Botts suggested he 
lean forward in the nowclas- 
sic finger-pointing pose. 
‘‘1 don’t think either of us 
at the time had the foggiest 
notion the poster would be­ 
come as famous as it has.” 
Botts, who had a heart at­ 
tack! nine months ago, now 
lives on Social Security and 
the money his wife earns as a 
piano and singing teacher. 
He played saxophone and 
sang for many years with top 
bandleaders Jack Teagarden, 
Johnny Johnson, Red Nichols 
and Harry James. 
Botts is annoyed by the 
surge in popularity of the 
poster among antiwar youths.

Strike by Longshoremen 
Tough on Alaskan 'Bush' 


F A I R B A N K S , Alaska 
( U P I ) - The West Coast 
Longshoremens’ strike is hav­ 
ing far-reaching repercussions 
in, the Alaskan bush. 
Construction 
materials 
needed for the short arctic 
building season are marooned 
in Seattle, and food dealers 
are battling shortgages and 
rising freight costs. 
‘‘At present our food supply 
is in pretty good shape. If the 
strike continues, however, it 
could get very tough,” Ken 
Jemstron, head of Jemstron 
Co. wholesale grocers, report­ 
ed. 
“ We’ve reloaded some of 
our groceries via Canadian 
Pacific up through prince ru- 
pert and by barge,” he said 
“ But there may be a problem 
of orders backing up. In tal­ 
king to Seattle, they seem to 
be afraid if there’s a rail 
strike everything will come to 


a complete halt.” 
Retailers are fairly optimis­ 
tic. Paul Gavora recently re­ 
ceived word that the number 
of railroad cars allotted his 
Market 
Basket, chain 
was 
being cut in half due to the 
strike. He quickly established 
food priorities and cancelled 
advertising. 
“ It’s no longer a question of 
which of the three big stores 
is going to get the custo­ 
mers,” he said. “ It is a ques­ 
tion of which of the three big 
stores can get the goods.” 
He rose to the challenge by 
booking steamship space and 
hoped to increase trade to 75 
per cent of Market Basket’s 
usual run. 
Sea-land, which has a large 
share of the bush freight, has 
dropped from 50 to one dozen 
employees 
and

predict it will take over a 
week to* collect the backlog 


after the strike. 
It’s too early, for the most 
part, to assess the damage to 
bush construction, according 
to George E. Smith, manager 
of the Alaska State Chapter of 
A s s o c i a t e d General Con­ 
tractors.

(UPD—A tribe living in Stone 
Age culture, isolated in tro­ 
pical rain forest from the rest 
of the world for perhaps 2,000 
years, has something the civi­ 
lized world seems to have lost 
along the centuries. 
Sound 
teeth. 
Anthropologists who led a 
group of foreign and local 
n ew s m e n to this rugged 
mountain on the big south- 
ernmosi Philippines island of 
Mindanao said the newly dis­ 
covered Tasaday tribe’s stone 
tools and technology 
were 
more primitive than those of 
the Neyritoes. 
The post-Stone Age Negr­ 
itoes of Luzon island, hereto­ 
fore 
considered 
the 
most 
primitive in the Philippines, 
have a bone arrow and im­ 
mense knowledge of 
plant 
life. 
The Tasadays are purely 
fcod-gathering and ani ma l - 


trapping forest people, without 
agriculture or a way of slay­ 
ing an animal, said Father 
Frank Lynch, an Irish anth­ 
ropologist now with Ateneo 
University in Manila. 
I hey 
have 
never 
known 
sugar, 
rice, tobacco, or salt. 
The anthropologists believe 
the Tasadays—only six famil­ 
ies totaling 24 to 26 indivi­ 
duals have so far been lo­ 
cated —fled 
their 
lowland 
homes 1,500 to 2,000 years ago 
in fear of a plague. 
What They Eat 
Their food 
includes 
tad­ 
poles, 
insects, 
crustaceans, 
and small fish that they catch 
bv hand in the little streams 
in the mountain gullies. They 
also dig up wild yams and tu­ 
bers for food. 
Dr. Norman Winters, a Phi- 
1 i p p i n e National Museum 
curator and practicing dentist 
who is trying to find out “ how 
a people without a civilized 
diet have survived,” said the 


condition of the Tasadays’ 
teeth was excellent. 
“ No cavities,” Winters, an 
American said. 
Dr. 
Robert B. 
Fox, 
an 
American who heads the mu­ 
seum’s anthropology depart­ 
ment and who led the group 
here during 
the 
weekend, 
said: “ It is safe to assume 
the Tasadays went into isola­ 
tion before iron was common 
in the Philippines, and that 
was 280 A.D.” 
Study Language 
Fox said the time of their 
separation could be fixed by 
studying the evolution of their 
language. 
Father 
Teodoro 
Llamzon, a linguist at Ateneo 
University, said after hearng 
some of their vocabulary that 
“ it is nossible thev separated 
about 2,000 years ago.” 
The Tasadays, who wear 
scanty strips of plant leaf for 
clothing, are dark-s k i n n e d 
and under 5 feet tall. The 
anthropologists showed news­ 


men a chipped stone ham­ 
mer, a stone scraper, and a 
stone ax—all with rattan han­ 
dles —as examples of their 
tools. 
They build fires by nibbing 
d r i e d sticks. They have 
learned to avoid the tedium of 
this chore by making the fires 
burn all night. The fires serve 
as warmth in the mountain 
heights. 
What’s in store for the 
Tasadays? 
Manuel 
Elizalde 
Jr., presidential assistant on 
national minorities who led 
an original group to see them 
last month, said they were 
thrown into a frenzy of fear 
when his helicopter landed, 
calming down later. If they 
were left alone, it would be 
the best thing, he said. 
‘ But since the forest where 
they live is valuable to other 
people,” Elizalde added, “ we 
must try to ease the contact 
with the outside world so that 
damage is avoided.

Bee Food Dwindling 
Scientists Seek 
Pollen Substitute 


OTTAWA ( U P D —There is a 
growing shortage of pollen in 
the world, which is bad news 
for 
bees. 
Three 
Canadian 
scientists are trying to do so­ 
mething about it and making 
progress. 
Thev 
have d e v e l o p e d 
a synthetic aroma capable ot 
attracting bees as does 1 lower 
pollen. Their research could 
lead to 1 he development of a 
successful pollen-like lood for 
bees, whose sources of nou­ 
rishment have fallen off, par­ 
tly because of one-crop far­ 
ming practices. 
Called octadeca-trans 2, cis- 


9 , cis- 12 trienoic acid, the syn­ 
thetic 
chemical 
was 
devel­ 
oped after the scientists iden­ 
tified it as a substitute for 
one of the key ingredients in 
natural pollen responsible for 
attracting honey bees. 
Canadian Researchers 
The three researchers are 
Dr. Rolf Boch of the Ottawa 
Research Station, 
Dr. 
A N, 
Starratt of the London, Ont., 
Research Institute, both opet* 
ated by the Canadian Agricul­ 


ture Department, and Dr. C. 
Y. Hopkins, who recently re- 
t i r e d 
from 
the 
National 
Research Council. 
Despite the success in syn­ 
thetically p r o d u c i n g the 
bee attractant, problems re­ 
main to be solved before the 
product can be put to prac­ 
tical use. The main stumbling 
block at this point is the high 
cost of producing the com­ 


pound. 
Researchers have 
already 
developed bee foods designed 
to replace pollen, but success 
has been limited because the 
bees simply don’t like them. 
The most common substi­ 
tute on the market has a soy­ 
bean flour base with brewer’s 
yeast and other additives to 
provide a balanced diet for

Repair Bill $76; Driver 
Couldn’t Absorb Shock 


While on a trip, my 8-year-old son and I drove into a service 
station in Las Vegas, N ev., for gasoline. I was driving a new 
car, with only 7,300 m iles on it, but the station attendant said 
something was wrong with the front wheel and on inspecting it 
said the shock absorbers had broken and were leaking fluid. 
He said it w as unsafe to drive in this condition. 
Rather than take the chance of being a woman and young 
boy stranded in the desert, I had the station repair the con­ 
dition. The attendant also assured me that the work would be 
covered by my new car warranty. The work cost $76.50. 
On my return home, I learned from the new car dealer that 
for the warranty to cover this work, 1 would have to turn in 
the defective parts so they could be sent to the main office of 
the auto manufacturer. I’m sure the station personnel were 
aware of this and should have given me the shock absorbers if 


they were faulty. 
1 feel that perhaps there was no trouble with the shock 
absorbers at all and I think something ought to be done so 
that other people are not scared into unneeded repairs. — 


R.K., Covina. 


Your dealer felt sure that the shock absorbers were not 
defective and did not require replacem ent and that you were 
“had” by an unscrupulous service station attendant. 
As the station was one of a national chain, Action Line asked 
the company’s president to investigate the incident and the 
over-all operation of the Las Vegas service station involved. 
The regional manager of the oil company was directed to 
investigate the station’s operation last March. This month, Ac­ 
tion Line has received the final report, pointing out that the 
service station owner was an independent businessman and, as 
such, entirely responsible for the workmanship and operation 
of his station, including record-keeping of servicesi rendered. 
Whether fraud w as perpetrated in this instance, the oil com ­ 
pany investigation failed to establish. 
But we suspect the investigation revealed a pattern of unsus­ 
pecting motorists being duped by the station’s attendants, for 
th aoil company concluded its report by stating that the dealer 
no longer leases the chain’s service station in Las Vegas. We 
suspect his lease was canceled as a result of the oil com pany’s 


investigation. 
Nevada Atty. Gen. Robert List has received a growing num­ 
ber of complaints about southern Nevada service station oper­ 
ators who bilk unwary motorists, UPI reported Tuesday. 
“They’re taking advantage of the drivers who are unfamiliar 
with m echanics,” List said Monday. “They soak them in 


^ H e said the motorists, particularly women drivers who are 
alone drive into a station for gasoline. And the service station 
operator will tell the driver, “The battery is shot, the tires are 
gone and she needs a new fan belt. 
_ 
“There is a pattern building up and we are going to take a 
look at what we can do,” List said. 
The Nevada attorney general also said the practice was wi­ 
despread in Arizona but several legal suits have been filed to 


stop it there.

A year ago, Lt. Col. Stephen F. Lagomarsmo, deputy chief 
of the New Mexico State Police, warned that a minority of 
that state’s service station operators and attendants 
were 
fleecing an untold amount of dollars from motorists for tires, 
batteries, alternators and generators, shock absorbers, be ts, 


hoses and starters.

In duping motorists by selling them unneeded shock absor­ 
bers Lagomarsino said attendants frequently squirt oil from a 
sm all bottle. The plastio squeeze bottle is so used to apply the 
oil to the shocks while the attendant supposedly is checking 
the tires. A few attendants have even been known to carry an 
“oil squeeze” device that looks like a fountain pen, Lagomar­ 


sino said.

The attendant then will tell the motorist that his shocks are 
broken and are extrem ly dangerous in that condition^ Ba 
shocks are dangerous, Lagomarsino said. However, few o 
them ever leak the amount of fresh oil found on those that

Peace Can't Wait 


For Next May 


The stated purpose of President Nixon’s scheduled 
visit to Red China sometime before next May (next 
to seeking “a normalization of relations between the 
two countries”) is “to exchange views on questions 
of concern to the two sides.” 


Perhaps THE question of 
concern to the two 
sides, certainly the one that has been the subject of 
most speculation, is Vietnam and the possibility that 
the President’s China visit will be the prelude to an 
international peace conference designed to arrive at 
more or less permanent political stability in all on 
Southeast Asia. 


But peace in Vietnam—if by peace is meant the 
end of active U.S. military involvement in the 
war—can’t wait that long. 


Even now the administration is having all it can 
do to contain the pressures coming from all quar­ 
ters for a complete pull-out of American troops by 
the end of the year. By next spring, the first presi­ 
dential election primaries will have been held. 


Another question of concern to the two sides, 
though one much less commented upon, is the situa­ 
tion in West Pakistan, where the East Pakistani 
army continues its brutal suppression. 


Red China’s support of East Pakistan, juxtaposed 
against Russia’s support of India and U.S. attempts 
to keep the favor of both, makes this area of the 
world even more dangerous than Indochina. 


But long before next spring, East Pakistan will 
either have stamped its will on rebellious West Pa­ 
kistan or it will be apparent that it faces a prot­ 
racted guerrilla war, one that could be ignited into 
general war at any lime by the tinder of six million 
Bengali refugees inside India’s borders. 


If so, it will be apparent also to Red China, which 
may then be forced to reassess its policy in the 
subcontinent. 


Another obvious question of concern to the two 
sides is the admission ol Red China to the United 
Nations. 


But here again, events may not wait—may even 
move more swiftly, thanks to the boost given China’s 
prestige by the president’s announcement. A vote 
could come in the U.N. next fall, though whether 
Peking would accept membership without the ouster 
of Nationalist China is another matter. 


In other words, the dramatic changes in inter­ 
national affairs which everyone seems to expect 
from the president’s visit to China might well begin 
to happen long before that visit. 
What is left to speculate on then is the picture of 
Richard M. Nixon, who achieved his first fame as a 
tough anti-Communist junior senator, standing in 
Tien An Men Square in Peking, where is practiced 
the world’s most fundamentalist brand of commu­ 
nism, raising his arms to accept the cheers of the 
multitude. 
And perhaps one other question: 
Have 705 million Chinese been so automated that 
they will welcome an arch capitalist-imperialist of 
the kind they have been taught to hate for two de­ 
cades? 
The answer seems to be that they have and they 
will. 


Moon Money 


It was only two years ago, on July 20, 1960, that 
Neil Armstrong made that first small step onto the 
moon. Yet today there is a group of people in the 
East who are planning seriously they insist, on mak­ 
ing a giant leap tor mankind—gathering and selling 
souvenir moon rocks. 
This group includes no veteran salesmen of 
Brooklyn Bridge to gawky tourists. It is composed 
of successful merchandisers and financiers. Their 
stated intent is to get Congressional approval for the 
purchase of several moth-balled Saturn rockets and 
the hiring of some astronauts to make two lunar 
trips and bring back 100 pounds of moon rock each 
trip. According to the Wall Street Journal they call 
themselves the Committee for the Future, 
What’ in it for us? We can invest in the proposed 
$‘250 million initial stork offering, which the com­ 
mittee figures would provide for the two deliveries 
of recks with a total retail value of $800 million. Or, 
we can wait and buy moon rock al $1,500 a karat. 
Whichever your choice, don’t hold your breath un­ 
til all the arrangements are made. It wouldn’t hurt, 
of course, to keep dropping spare change into that 
piggy bank, just in case. 


A Difficult Choice 


During World War II Winston Churchill made his 
famous declaration that he had “not become the 
King's First Minister in order to preside over the 
liquidation of the British Empire.” Something of the 
same spirit is complicating President Nixon’s soon- 
to-come decision as to who will be his final com­ 
mander in Vietnam. 
As U.S. News & World Report points out, Gen. 
Creighton W. Abrams is e x p e c te d to be returned to 
a high position in the Pentagon next spring. The 
problem, USNWR suggests, is who v\ ill want to take 
on the role of becoming “the first commander in 
American history to withdraw U.S. forces in the 
face of *an undefeated, aggressive enemy’,?” 


S tran g er than 
any fiction 
a re the tw ists and turns in 
the love-hate relationship be­ 
tw een the United States and 
China 
over 
a 
century 
or 
m ore. The P resid en t’s deci­ 
sion to visit Peking is the la­ 
test d ram atic m ove in restor­ 
ing w hat had once been a 
w arm 
hands-a-cross-the 
P a ­ 
cific fram ew ork between the 
two Pacific pow ers. 
The key to w hat happened 
lies w ith enigm atic, W estern- 
oriented P rem ier Chou En-lai. 
The hope is that out of the 
Nixon visit a new Indochina 
conference can be put togeth­ 
e r and the w ar in V ietnam 
brought to an end within that 
fram ew ork. 
Reason for Hostility 
An incident occurred at the 
first Indochina conference in 
G eneva in 1954 that observers 
present felt contributed a lot 
to Chou’s subsequent hostility. 
Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles, head of the A m eri­ 
can delegation, had prom ised 
the A sia-Firsters in the Sen­ 
ate th at during his brief stay 
at the conference he would 
not in any w ay recognize the 
presence of Chou En-lai or 
any other Chinese. In an ante­ 
room 
im m ediately a fter the 
first session of the conference 
Chou, according to an A m eri­ 
can present, started tow ard 
D ulles to greet him . The Se­ 
cre ta ry turned his back anti 
walked* aw ay. 
A sm all incident, but, given 
Chinese sensitivity and 
the 
im portance of face, an astu te 
observer with long experience 
in Asia believes that Chou’s 
hostility owed m uch to the 
snub. This m ay have been 
particularly true, since it w as 
observed by delegates of oth­ 
e r nations. 
E very 
sign 
m akes 
clear 
th at Chou today is eag er for 
closer ties with the United 
States. W illiam Atwood, publi­ 
sher of N ew sday, who did 
som e of the m ost perceptive 
w riting during his recent visit 
to China, told of the dinner 
Chou gave for several A m eri­ 
can correspondents. The din­ 
ner w as reported 
in every 
new spaper in China under the 
heading, 
“ Friendly 
D inner 
with A m ericans.” 
A fter 
the 
G eneva 
confe­ 
rence Chou signed telegram s 
to 22 A m erican journalists in- 
f o r m i n g them th at visas 
would be aw aiting them in 
Hong Kong a t a specified date 
to visit the People’s Republic. 
Dulles killed this when he an ­ 
nounced th at no Chinese jour­ 
nalists would be allowed to 
visit the United States, since 
C h i n a 
h a d 
no 
journal­ 
ists—they 
w ere 
all 
intelli­ 
gence agents. 
Visa R equests 
R eports from Peking indi­ 
cate that the foreign office and 
the M inistry of Inform ation 
h a v e 
been 
sw am ped 
by 
requests for visas. They com e 
f r o m journalists, business­ 
m en, scientists, doctors who 
w ant to 
study 
the 
ancient 
p ractice of acupuncture and 
Chinese specialists of every 
kind and description. In the 
M inistry of Inform ation only 
one or two individuals have 
e x p e r t knowledge of the 
A m erican m edia. One of them 
is said to 
have 
asked 
an 
A m erican visitor, “ But who is 
W alter C ronkite?” 
Another key figure in the 
unravelling of past hostilities 
for a new approach is Huang 
H ua, who is to be A m bassa­ 
dor to C anada. H uang’s a rriv ­ 
al in O ttaw a has been inexpli­ 
cably delayed. It is believed 
he rem ained 
in 
Peking 
to 
take p art in the talks betw een 
Chou and the P resid en t’s n a­ 
tional security adviser, H enry 
K issinger.

Don't Contribute Big Money 


T here is grum bling in high 
D em ocratic councils that the 
K ennedy clan has been unwill­ 
ing to contribute big m oney to 
the p arty from their m ulti­ 
million dollar personal 
for­ 
tunes. 


M em bers of the fam ily ang­ 
rily deny it. And their p a rti­ 
sans 
charge 
the backroom 
m utterings are by anti-K enne­ 
dy D em ocrats who w ant to 
destroy Sen. Ted K ennedy’s 
prestige w ith p arty rank and 
file. 
Gov. 
W a r r e n 
H earnes, 
outspoken governor of Mis­ 
souri and ch airm an of the N a­ 
tional G overnors’ Conference, 
raised the question obliquely 
w i t h 
D em ocratic 
N ational 
C om m ittee T reasu rer R obert 
S trauss. 
H earnes is a fam ous chop­ 
per-down of presidential tim ­ 
ber. In 1966, he sharply re ­ 
m arked of P resident Johnson 
th at the p arty “ m ight be b et­ 
te r off with som ebody else” 
unless LBJ shaped up his do­ 
m estic policies and his liaison 
w ith 
D em ocratic 
governors. 
LBJ quickly com plied. 
This 
tim e 
H earnes 
told 
Strauss at a recent governors 
conference th at there w as no 
reason 
for 
the 
D em ocratic 
N ational C om m ittee to have 
picked up the cam paign bills 
of Sen. R obert F. Kennedy, 
D-N.Y., after Kennedy 
w as 
shot. The K ennedys had plen­ 
ty of m oney of their own, 
H earnes told us he advised 
Strauss. 
While the popular governor 
had S trauss’s ear, he told him 
the p arty ’s policy should be to 
avoid paying any candidate’s 
preconvention debts. H earnes, 
how ever, denied to us that he 
e x p 1 i c i t y complained to 
Strauss 
that 
the 
Kennedys 
had not 
been 
pulling 
their 
w eight on contributions since 
1962. 
H earnes’s w ords were still 


fresh when Strauss also got 
s o m e 
unhappy 
m utterings 
from m em bers of the inner 
sanctum of D em ocratic mo­ 
ney m en, the D em ocratic F i­ 
nance Council. A fter a big re­ 
cent 
D em ocratic fund-raiser 
in 
W ashington, 
several 
of 
them chatted w ith him infor­ 
m ally about how to tap the 
Kennedy fortunes. 


Strauss, as participants in 
the talks recall it, told them 
it w as tru e the K ennedys we­ 
ren ’t too generous w ith their 
m oney in non-Kennedy elec­ 
tions. The D em ocratic Com­ 
m ittee, he said, has “ gone to 
the well so m any tim es” with 
Steve Smith, husband of Jean 
Kennedy 
and 
the 
fam ily’s 
political and financial advis­ 
or, th at the D em ocrats don’t 
even bother to put on the heat 
anym ore. 
S trauss soothingly urged his 
questioners to rem em ber th at 
Ted Kennedy had been willing 
to lend his glam or to Demo­ 
c ra ts in tight election spots 
throughout 
the 
country 
for 
years. 
The K ennedy clan had som e 
vehem ent 
responses 
to 
the 
charges. 
Sm ith told us the K ennedys 
had put up “ tens of thousands 
of dollars” for non-Kennedy 
candidates 
and 
com m ittees. 
“ I have contributed to the 
D em ocratic C om m ittee,” he 
said, 
“ but 
not 
every 
tim e 
they have asked, of course.” 
Smith said Strauss him self 
had never even asked him for 
m oney. Sargent Shriver, hus­ 
band of E unice Kennedy, told 
us th at he ran a com m ittee 
during the last election for 
prom ising young D em ocratic 
candidates which raised $90,- 
000 to get celebrities for fund­ 
raisers and $500,000 for the 
candidates’ 
cam paigns. 
He 
ticked otf $13,500 th at he and 
E unice and 
them selves 
do­ 
nated to candidates and com ­ 


m ittees. 
A spokesm an for Ted Ken­ 
nedy rem inded us hotly that 
both Ted and R obert Kennedy 
had cam paigned all 
across 
A m erica for candidates. The 
spokesm an declined to esti­ 
m ate cash contributions. Ted 
h as given m oney out of his 
own pocket to candidates, he 
said. “ But the tim e Ted spent 
on the chicken circuit w as 
m uch m ore valuable to him 
than any m oney.”

MSAC Files 
Protest on 
Liquor Bid 


WALNUT — A protest has 
b e e n launched 
against 
a 
request for a beer and wine 
sales license to the 7-11 Mar­ 
ket at 20720 San Jose Hills 
Rd. 
The protest was filed this 
week on hehalf of the Board 
of Trustees of Mt. San An­ 
tonio College as well as of the 
Walnut Institute of Religion. 
Both contend that issuance 
of the license by the Alcoholic 
Beverage control Board would 
create a nuisance around the 
two institutions which are lo­ 
cated near the store. 
The store, operated by the 
Southland Corp., is across the 
street from the college. 
Max D. Bell, assistant to 
the president of the college, 
told the board Tuesday that 
the store had applied for the 
license once before several 
years ago but had lost its 
case because of similar pro­ 
tests. 
He contended that the sale 
of beer and wine at the loca­ 
tion would not only create a 
nuisance, but was illegal- He 
said that because a junior col­ 
lege caters to minors under 
21 primarily, the college is 
covered by the law which 
prohibits the sale of such 
b e v e r a g e s near 
public 
schools.

Because, answers Apollo 15 
com,monder David R. Scott, 
the men of the final two 
Apollos will be going ,to en­ 
tirely different areas on the 
moon to look at different 
things. 
“ They might as well be 
going to Mans, because it’s a 
new thing,” the veteran space 
pilot said in an interview. “ I 
dejn’t think it’s a matter of 
going back. It’s a matter of 
going to a new place for new 
data. 
“ We’re visiting the same 
planet. 
But 
my 
goodness, 


when people ira the days of 
old went to the South Pacific, 
did they say they were going 
back 
after 
Columbus 
had 
gone to North America? They 
were going out again cfi a 
new exploration ,to a different 
spot. 
“ They never left earth, but 
they went to a very new and 
different place every time. 
And, that's what we’re doing 
ora the moon.” 
The Apollo 15 spacecrafe will 
be the heaviest ever launched 
toward the moon. 
Because of the extra moon 
exploration 
equipment 
and 
provisions carried by Apollo 
15, 
it 
wilL 
weigh 
116,445 
pounds at launch with its es- 


cape tower attached, and 107,- 
243 pounds after leaving earth 
orbit toward the moon. This 
is more than 6,000 pounds 
heavier thara Apollo 14. 
To compensate for that ex­ 
tra weight, Apollo 15’s Saturn 
5 rocket will go into a slightly 
lower preliminary “ parking” 
orbit around earth. On past 
missions, the Saturn propelled 
the spacecraft and the top 
stage into a 115-mile-high or­ 
bit. For ApolLo 15, it will go 
into a path 104 miles above 
earth. 
The Saturn also will carry 
slightly reduced fuel reserves 
and its fir^t stage engines will 
burn a few seconds longer.

Rattles & Straws 
Stone-Age Tribe £,«■* 
Very Uncivilized

Few socio-ethnic-anthropological discoveries have intrigued 
me so much in years as the recent discovery on Mindano, 
southernmost of the major islands of the Philippines, of an 
ancient tribe of people living in stone age conditions. 
The tribe, the Tasadays, live deep in the rain forest and 
have had no contact with what we call “ the outside world” 
for 500 years. They run around naked, like hippies, and have 
never seen television, a freeway, or JoJhn Wayne. How primi­ 
tive can you get? 
Dr. Robert: B. Fox, director of the Presidential Assistance 
for National Minorities, hazarded that the Tasadays fled into 
Isolation from fear of the “ fugu” (epidemic which swept 
southeast Mindanao in the early part of the 20th Century. 
“ The discovery of these people is of great scientific interest, 
particularly to the studies of man’s cultural! and techonoligical 
development,” Fox said, “ for they are food gatherers and 
trappers whose own technology is still based on the use of 
stone tools.” 
It’s a small tribe, as tribes go. And to think that as of July, 
1971, none has seen a Mickey Mouse cartoon or heard Vin 
Scully on a transistor. They have never seen cellophane, a TV 
dinner or the Playboy centerfold. The Tasadays never come 
home with lipstick on their <ollar, and they do not pay a 92 
cent federal income tax. They’d probably send a handful of 
snakes and a mountain lion skin to the national captial. 
The thing that intrigued Fox most of all was that these 
backward people didn’t know about tobacco.» Even the most 
isolated peoples of Africa and New Guinea knew and enjoyed 
thcs thinking man’s filtert.ps in the 17th Century, but the Tasa­ 
days had somehow missed out on that harbinger of peace, 
comfort and cancer. 
Social workers in a government helicopter landed in a clear­ 
ing tin the forest last month and made the acquaintance of a 
Tasaday family of 24, including 13 children. A mini-poulation 
explosion. 1 presume they assigned them social security num­ 
bers, drafted the young males, cited the tribal chieftain for 
failure to repart income tax, and otherwise distributed the 
blessings of a paternal bureaucracy. 
Poor Tasadays. Soon they wilt all be chain smokers and 
drunks. They will have to wear clothed and watch Gomer Pyle 
on color TV. They will learn about the atomic bomb and smog 
and 9-to-5 jobs. They should flee the social workers as they 
once fled the fugu. 
The Philippine government is going to rescue them from 
their primitive life, where they fished and hunted all day long. 
They will be put in shoes and taught to smoke cigarettes and 
drink martinis. 
Soon they will have ulcers, cirrhosis of the liver and lung 
cancer and be accepted as bonafide members of the civilized 
world.

Since the 
address for ordering the booklet was within my postal zip code 
and within five miles of my home, I thought they had ample 
time to comply. 
I asked the telephone information operator if the booklet 
firm had a listing and received a negative reply. 
I was not concerned for the small amount of money in­ 
vested, but I didn’t want to be “bilked” of anything. So 1 
W'rote a note to the newscaster at NBC-TV, New York, and 
told him what had happened. Within the week, 1 received a 
nice letter of apology from him, and a copy of the booklet. He 
said he had no control over the commercials he broadcast, but 
as he had an extra copy of the booklet, he was happy to send 
it to me and would also send my letter on to the advertising 
agent for the booklet company. 
A week later I received an apology from the booklet compa­ 
ny, and a copy of the booklet. Three weeks later, 1 received a 
letter of apology from the canning company involved, and ano­ 
ther booklet. Then a short time later. I received another book­ 
let from a Pomona company. I had now received four booklets 
for my total expenditure of 52 cents, plus six cents for postage 
to the news announcer to thank him for getting the ball rol­ 
ling. So your readers should take heart and be persistent, and 
this could happen to them. When one realizes how many 
people are involved in such orders, it isn’t any wonder that 
someone goofs. 
Oh, yes—I shared the extra booklets with friends.—Mrs. 
H.S., Pomona 
One of those booklets was probably mailed routinely in res­ 
ponse to your order. But as we have said before, firm's adver­ 
tising nationally get such a fantastic, order response that they 
often are not prepared to fill them immediately. The short 
distance between your house and the mail-order address adds 
a note ol irony, but it really isn’t too relative. Your order was- 
undoubtedly processed along with all others which cam e from 
all over the country, and it was mailed! when it finally reached 
the top of the mailing pile. So, even at close range, a mail 
order should not necessarily be expected to arrive in less than 
three months—even if the advertising says it will be mailed 
within two weeks. 
But thanks for al rollicking good' story.

AZUSA — A new microfiche 
library of about 19,000 vol­ 
umes covering America from 
its beginning to the outbreak 
of World War I has been ad­ 
ded to the library at Azusa 
Pacific College. 
More than 150 college and 
university libraries are cur­ 
rently receiving the collection 
of resource titles. “The Li­ 
brary of American Civiliza­ 
tion.” 


“ Many of the books in this 
collection are rare, others are 
out of print and not all are 
available in even the finest li­ 
braries,” said head librarian 
Edward Peterm an. 
Each volume in the rnicr- 
obook library is contained on 
a single 3x5-inch microbook 
film, card, a form of m icr­ 
ofiche. There are up to 1,000

Each fiche in the microbook 
library can be stored, ret­ 
rieved and circulated just like 
ai book. Ordinarily the 19,000 
volumes in the library would 
take up to 2,000 feet of shelf 
space. In microbook form the 
entire collection is stored in 
30 card files that take up less 
than eight cubic feet. 
More than 50 college and 
unversity faculty 
members 
who are pre-eminent in Amer­ 
ican studies helped select the 
m aterial for this library. 
Azusa Pacific College ac­ 
quired this new 
libary 
at

For a Heal 


Dr Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB — You 
had in ycur column that too 
much refined 
food 
without 
cellulose or roughage may be 
association with constipation 
and an increase© amount of 
cancer of the colon and rec­ 
tum. You said nutrients are 
often extracted from natural 
food sources and sugar is a 
classic example. What foods 
contain cellulose and what 
low residue foods should we 
avoid? 
Dear Reader— Sugar is an 
example of a refined (low 
residue) food which contains 
no water and is all calories. 
It also contains no vitamins 
or minerals of consequence. 
In the process of extracting 
sugar from cane or beets only 
the calores are extracted for 
food, leaving behind the fibr­ 
ous cellulose and minerals. 
The same is true of white 
flour but many of the essen­ 
tial nutrients like the vitamin 
B group are added to the 
flour to make it “enriched.” 
Cake flour, by the way, is not 
rich in vitamins. 
Certain fats like pure lard 
have no measurable minerals 
or vitamins. Thus foods made 
from these products, such as 
pies, cakes, cookies, desserts

and candies, contain a lot of 
calories for a small amount 
of food, or are low residue 
foods. 
Vegetables contain a lot of 
fiber or cellulose and a lot of 
water, thus they contain few 
calories for their volume and 
have a large residue—which 
contributes to better bowel 
function (unless you have a 
digestive disorder that pre­ 
vents you from eating them). 
Many lean meats also fall in 
this 
category. 
Lean 
round 
steak with all the visible fat 
removed contains a lot of wa­ 
ter which helps digestive fun- 
cition and provides bulk. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - Today 
a man over the radio, adver­ 
tising Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield insurance, said that 
many victims would die from 
strokes during the year. He 
gave some large figure. He 
gave several symptoms of 
stroke and stated that many 
could be saved from death if 
they had treatment in time. 
What are the main causes 
and the treatment that can be 
helpful? 
Dear Reader — He was 
probably talking about strokes 
caused by disease of 
the 
blood vessels in the brain. 
This is the common type. It is 
right behind heart attacks as 
a cause of death. The disease 
is the same. In the case of 
strokes the arteries to the 
brain develop fatty deposits 
in 
their 
walls, 
eventually 
causing a clot or similar pro­ 
cess that blocks the blood 
flow to part of the brain to 
cause brain damage or a 
stroke. In heart attacks it is 
an artery to the heart muscle 
that is involved. 
In both instances a lot can 
be done to prevent such at­ 
tacks. Avoid obesity, exercise 
properly and eliminate bad 
habits such as smoking ciga­ 
rettes. In both cases once an 
attack occurs the most dang­ 
erous period is at the onset, 
therefore the earlier medical 
attention can be gotten the 
better.

China ’Deals’ 
Since 1954 
Worry N. Viet 


PARTS (UPI)—Ever since 
1954, when Communist China 
struck a bargain with France 
at the Geneva conference, the 
North Vietnamese have had 
to consider the possibility that 
Peking might one day make a 
similar deal with Washing­ 
ton. 
At Geneva, the Hanoi Com- 
m u n i s t s found themselves 
persuaded into giving up at 
the peace table much of what 
they believed they had won 
on the battlefield. They may 
fear the same thing could 
happen again. 


The announcement that Red 
China has invited President 
Nixon to visit 
Peking 
has 
made this possibility less re­ 
mote than it seemed only last 
week. 
The fact that the invitation 
came from Chou En-lai gives 
the North Vietnamese even 
more cause for concern. For 
it was Chou En-lai who bar­ 
gained with France and sub­ 
sequently pushed and prodded 
the North 
Vietnamese into 
making concessions 17 years 
ago. 
With 
the 
French 
reeling 
from the bitter defeat of Dien 
Bien Phu, the Hanoi Commu­ 
nists were confident in May 
of 1954 that victory was with­ 
in their grasp—and they were 
demanding to be recognized 
as in control not only of Viet­ 
nam, but of Laos and Cam­ 
bodia as well. 
Then, as now, the Hand 
Communists were refusing to 
admit to the presence of their 
troops in the two neighboring 
countries. The Geneva peace 
talks 
appeared 
deadlocked 
over that point, among oth­ 
ers. 
The negotiations began to 
move, however, after the inter­ 
vention of Chou En-Lai. 
Through a combination of 
i open 
transactions 
and 
be­ 
hind-the-scenes maneuvering, 
I the Chinese premier, who was 
| also foreign minister at the 
, time, managed to unfreeze 
the talks, 
j 
It was Chou En-lai who 
i scaled down Hanoi’s 
ambi- 
I tions as far as Laos and Cam- 
\ bodia 
were 
concerned, 
by 
j separating the Vietnam prob- 
j lem from those of Laou and 
j Cambodia in a session of the 
1 Geneva talks on June 16, 1954. 
Chou held a secret meeting 
with French Premier Pierre 
Mendes-France on June 23, 
1954. Mendes later announced 
i that the meeeting led to a 
i “full and frank exchange of 
views which makes me con- 
| fident that the Geneva confer- 
| ence can achieve real prog­ 
ress.” 
When the French and the 
! Vietnamese Communists got 
hogged down In bargaining 
over 
the 
demarcation 
line 
—the Communists demanding 
the 
15th parallel, 
and 
the 
* French the 19th —Chou told 
| Hanoi leaders to settle for the 
17th, and they did. 
The 1954 Geneva settlement 
did not settle anything, how­ 
ever. At best it provided only 
a brief breathing spell to pre- 
i pare for the second Indochina 


j war. The hardliners in Hanoi, 
t who had argued for a fight to 
1 total victory, were known to 
1 be bitter over the concessions 
I that Chou En-lai had forced 
them to make.

P e a c e for pets is in­ 
creasingly hard to come by 
as July 4 looms. As if every­ 
day noise pollution weren't 
hard enough on animals any­ 
way, the cacophonous cres­ 
cendo peaks in a week. Pre­ 
pare now (or sooner?) par­ 
ticularly if your pet is petri­ 
fied, as many are, by firecra­ 
ckers 
and 
other 
explosive 
sounds. Few can pick up their 
pets and pack them off to a 
peaceful 
sanctuary. 
Making 
do at home consists partially 
of keeping neighborhood noi- 
semakers at bay and trying 
to convince your cat or ca­ 
nine a barrage is not worth 
nervous prostration. This is 
practicaliy 
impossible 
with 
some pets. Fortunately, tran­ 
quilizers are a great he'p in 
relieving anxiety of this type 
for most animals. 


To be really effective, par­ 
ticularly in the cases where 


they are needed most, tran­ 
quilizers must be of the right 
type and dosage and should 
be administered before the 
animal becomes boo badly 
upset by the noise. For the 
extremely 
nervous 
animal, 
the doctor may recommend 
the tranquilizers be given for 
several days. Dosage regula­ 
tion' is delicate. The 
dose 
must be high enough to ach­ 
ieve reasonable relaxation yet 
low enough to avoid, if pos­ 
sible, complications ranging 
from incoordination to con­ 
stipation. If the Fourth is tra­ 
ditionally a trying time for 
your pet, 
plan 
the proper 
pacification 
program, 
with 
your doctor’s help at once.

Is this any cause for concern? 
Should I have her checked by 
the doctor? I have heard that 
dogs get breast cancer quite 
often. Is this true? I examine 
myself monthly for strange 
small lumps. Is it a good idea 
to do this with a dog also? 
Your comments, please. — 
D.N. 


Dear D.N.: 
Unfortunately, 
the canine is highly suscep­ 
tible to mammary tumors. 
The odds are, when found, 
they will be malignant. Your 
concern is justified, and Cin­ 
dy should indeed be examined 
soon. As with other species, 
all lumps in mammary tissue 
are not tumors. However, this 
determination should logically 
be made by the doctor. In­ 
spection 
of 
the 
mammary 
glands by palpation and vi­ 
sual 
examination 
can 
and 
should be done by the owner 
at reasonable intervals. This 
isn't really necessary on a 
monthly basis. However, most 


females like to have their 
tummies rubbed anyway and 
would willingly submit to this 
personal palpation far more 
frequently than required. 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: Now 
that Blackie, our dog, is get­ 
ting on a bit, I begin to worry 
about him some, particularly 
because Mother has had two 
dogs both of which died from 
strokes. Of course we want to 
keep Sambo going as long as 
we can so maybe you could 
give us some hints on how to 
avoid stroke in a dog? — 
M.L. 


Dear M.L.: The best way to 
keep Sambo around is to pro­ 
vide him with periodic che­ 
ckups and follow the doctor’s 


advice. He can reassure you 


as far as strokes are con­ 


cerned, too. They are as rare 
in dogs as they are common 


in people.

Heart Hints 
Butter, Margarine 
Comparable in Fat 


Continuing 
our 
serialized 
survey of dairy products as 
they 
relate 
to 
the 
heart- 
healthy d»et, let us today ex­ 
amine those that hog much of 
the limelight of controversy, 
both medically and commer­ 
cially. 
As with the various hea­ 
dache remedies (“ More doc­ 
tors recommend . . !” ) there 
are repetitious claims 
and 
counter claims as concerns 
butter vs. margarines, as well 
as commercial cacophony as 
concerns simply the types 
and brands or margarines. 


Butter, of course, has long 
been one of the principal “ no- 
no's” in the diets prescribed 
b y p h y s i c i a n s for their 
patients, especially those with 
serious heart ailments, be­ 
cause of the high saturated 
fatty-acid and cholesterol con­ 
tents. 
Many have rebelled because 
of the difference in flavor. 
But 
that 
dissatisfaction 
is 
being assuaged by the im­ 
proved flavor of the new mar­ 
garines. Assuming that factor 
is eliminated (and that your 
decision to switch to a heal­ 
thier spread is firm , we’ll 
get on with it. 
First, butter and margarine 
are comparable in total fat 
content (about 81 per cent), 
and there is no difference in 
total fat content between the 
various margarines in accor­ 
dance with the Federal Stan­ 
dards of Identity. Note the 
emphasis on “ total” . 
It is the type of fat that is 
important, and that provides 
the big difference between 
butter and margarine, with 
manufacturers on 
the 
* bandwagon 
continually 
creasing the ratio in th 
ter’s favor. 
A 1964 report by the 
c a n M e d i c a l Ass 
Council on Foods ami 
tion described the ranges in 
fatty-acid composition in the 
so-called “ regular” and “ spe­ 
cial” margarines. “ Special" 
margarines ranged from 22 to 
34 grams of the preferred pol­ 
yunsaturated fatty acids per 
ICO grams of the product, and 
saturated fatty acids rarged 
from 14 to 28 grams. 
7 hose ranges have b( 
proved— polyunsaturat 
ty acids are now at lea 
44 grams, and saturated fat- 
ty-acids down to 11 to 22 
grams and less. 
The ‘ special” margarines 
with their increasingly higher 
ratio of polyun satura ted to 
saturated fatty acids are now' 
an accepted part of diets 
prescribed to control the kind 
and amount of dietary fat, a 
goal which we reaffirm con­ 
stantly. In diet and nutrition 
guidance, the Heart Associa­ 
tion like your physician is in- 
t<-re^ted in all sources of fat

use of the highly-advertised 
margarines, as well as oils 
for cooking, is the only step 
in dietary modification of fat. 
Nor are the margarines a : 
panacea for decreasing the 
calories contained in butter. : 
Both provide about 100 ca­ 
lories per tablespoonful and 
they also are equivalent nut­ 
ritionally. The important vita­ 
min A content is about the 
same, although the various 
brands of margarines vary in 
their vitamin D content, rang­ 
ing from none to about the 
same as butter since it is op­ 
tional 
Generally, the Heart Asso­ 
ciation recommends marga­ 
rines that list the first ing­ 
redient on the label as “ liquid 
oil” e.g. liquid safflower oil. 
The second ingredient listed 
may be partially hardened oil 
or partially hydrogenated oil. 
But if the order is reversed, 
the margarine shold not be 1 
used in the therapeutic diet or 
that of the nonheart patient ' 
w i s h i n g 
to 
follow 
the 
healthiest regimen. 
So, as with so many foods ’ 
(but very important with this 
one) read the lables. And if 
you have additional questions, 
consult your physician.

In the introduction, Miss 
M i l l i n g t o n writes that 
“ . . . .many people will re­ 
in e m b e r wonderful meals 
transported in her (Sevilla’s)

M i s s Glass-Hooper con­

U.S. Moves Out of Bases, Viet Scavengers Move In 


CAMP 
RADCLIFF, 
Viet­ 
nam ( U P ! ) — The heart- 
shaped perimeter of Camp 
Radcliff, once one of the big­ 
gest U.S. bases in Vietnam, 
winds for 18 miles around 
blue-green Hon Cong Moun­ 
tain. 
The camp, a one-time $29 
million installation alive with 
troops, 
helicopters 
buzzing 
through the air and tanks 
rumbling along the dirt and 
asphalt roads, now lies al­ 
most 
deserted and 
picked 
clean of virtually everything 
of value. 
As part of the winding down 
of America’s role in the war, 
the Americans pulled out of 
Camp Radcliff in two steps, 
Jan. 22 and March 12 this 
year. 
Military sources say U.S. 
commanders had hoped the 
South Vietnamese would keep 
the base operating after the 
American pullout. The South 
Vietnamese, however, ordered 
the base dismantled. 
S. Viet Load Up 
Convoys from South Vietna­ 
mese government posts :n the 
area rolled into Camp Radcl­ 
iff throughout January, Febr­ 
uary, March and April to load 
up with equipment. The con­ 
voys then set out on Route 19 
purportedly to bring the ma­ 
terial back to their home 
bases for military construc­ 
tion. 
In fact, according to allied 
officers, hardly any of the 
supplies reached the bases. 
Instead the majority of the 
goods was sold along the way 
to black marketers. 
The

POTATOES — “ New” po- 
t a t o e s

In new po- 
t a t o e s , select well-shaped, 
firm, free from blemishes and 
sunburn (green discoloration 
under skin). For general pur­ 
pose and baking, select reaso­

smooth,

firm, free from blemishes, 
sunburn and decay, reasonab­ 
ly free from skinned surfaces. 
Avoid all potatoes with large 
cuts or bruises, green color, 
any signs of decay, sprouting 
or shriveling. 
S W E E T POTATOES — 
Should be clean, smooth, well­ 
shaped, firm, bright. Types 
i n c l u d e yellow-fleshed, 
o r a n g e-fleshed, 
copper- 
s k i n ne d or light-skinned. 
Avoid seriously misshapen tu­ 
bers, those with cracks, damp 
or soft spots. There is a moist 
sweet potato and a dry type. 
SPINACH — Look for clean 
leaves, fresh, good green co­ 
lor. 
Avoid 
yellowing, 
dis­ 
coloring, wilting, bruised or 
crushed-looking leaves. 
TOMATOES — Best flavor 
home-grown on nearby farms 
because picked ripe. Can ri­ 
pen in warm place wrapped 
in newspaper. Do not refrige­ 
rate unless fully ripe. Look 
fo r 
well-formed 
tomatoes, 
smooth, well-ripened 
if pos­ 
sible), reasonably free from 
blemishes. If fully ripe, rich 
red color. Slightly less than 
ripe, look for firm texture 
and color from pink to light 
i 
red. Avoid overripe, bruised 
tomatoes, those with sunburn 
(Green or yellow areas near 
stem scar), growth cracks 
(deep cracks around stem 
scar), decayed (soft, water- 
toaked spots, depressed areas 
Or surface mold). Remember, 
cold temperatures keep to­ 
matoes from ripening.

there was large-scale graft, 
corruption and 
stealing

ver you give a large U.S. 
base to the South Vietna­ 
mese.” 


He said the South Vietna­ 
mese don’t have enough men 
to man the big installations 
abandoned by the Americans 
and prefer to tear them down. 
In the process, much of the 
base equipment winds up on 
the black market. 
“ There’s going to be steal- 


ing,” he said. 'There’s noth­ 
ing we can da about it. My 
only hope is that at least 
some of the stuff gets stolen 
by poor civilians and enlisted 
men, the ones who need the 
money the most.” 
The thievery in Vietnam is 
massive.

“ I’m really happy,’’ 
said 
the 29-year-old Reynolds after 
the gam e. “ I think this was 
the best gam e I’ve ever play­ 
ed. My biggest thrill before 
this was when I hit a 10th in­ 
ning hom er while I was with 


the New York Mets to win a 
gam e.’’ 
Reynolds has been with the 
Angels only since July 9 this 
year, having been called up 
from Salt Lake City when it 
was decided 
shortstop Jim 
Fregosi would undergo surge­ 
ry on his foot, 
leaving an 
opening on the roster. 
“ I think I could hit fairly 
well if I got to play m ore,’’ 
Reynolds said. “ When I was 
with Oakland I had my most 
times at bat, 315, and I was 
hitting .257 until I broke a 
finger. I had been up to as 
high as .280.’’ 
Since he first cam e into pro 
baseball in 1963, Reynolds has 
moved up and down from the 
m ajors to the minors, playing 
for the Kansas City Athletics 
briefly, then for the Mets af-

ter a stint in the minors, then 
back to the Oakland Athletics, 
following their move to the 
West coast. 
The Angels got him last 
year on a waiver purchase 
from Iowa where he had been 
farm ed by Oakland and was 
hitting .383.

The scientists at Caltech in Pasadena had better get their 
seism ographs ready. There’s going to be a lot of groundshaking 
the weekend after next. 
It won’t be an earthquake, but it’ll' be centered in the home­ 
town of one—Long Beach. 
The event is the eighth International K arate Championships 
at the Long Beach Arena, which takes place July 31-Aug. 1. 
The event, which will feature some 2500 karate experts! in 
the “ World Series” of karate, is produced by Ed Parker, known 
in the trade as “ Mr. K arate.” 
But perhaps the person who will have the biggest sayso in 
determ ining champions in seven categories will be David Ger­ 
m an, head of the United States Tai Association, headquartered 
at 1013 E. Holt Blvd., here in Pomona. 
German, 30, was P arker’s chief instructor for several years 
before branching out onto his own and now heads the nation’s 
largest karate organization, which he founded. 
He’ll serve as an official, instructor, judge and coach of the 
m atches in Long Beach and feels that whoever wins there 
“ will be recognized all over as a true champion.” 
Butf the main reason that Germ an will have a decided sayso 
is that he’ll have between 50 and 75 entrants competing from 
his Pomona studio, and although there isn’t an official team 
score or championship, he’s confident that his students1 will 
earn high-point honors. 
Included in his list of entrants a re Ron Ramirez and Jim 
Eliason, who are both instructors at the Tai K arate studio, and 
Rudy Alonzo and Steve Horner. All figure to do well in the 
competition. 
Gecman was born in Minnesota but was intruced to karate 
in West Covina, where he grew up. “ I knew a lot of Japanese 
youngsters who practiced what was then called ju-jitsu. There 
w eren’t any studios then and the only place we had to go was the 
Japanese Youth Center. That was in 1957, when I w as in the 
eighth grade.” 
One of Best 


From that humble beginning, German has attained1 a 
seventh-degree black belt, which is one of the highest in the 
world. It takes m ore thani just breaking boards or bricks, 
obviously. The ultim ate degree is the 10th, of which there is 
only one living person who now holds it. 
“ I should get the eighth degree in another eight years,” 
German said. “To get the ninth degree will take another 12 
years after that.” 
Then, rem aining serious, he added that he would probably 
attain the 10th degree only upon death. 
G erm an is basically a modest person when talking about 
himself, but he’ll talk at length about karate in general. 
“ Tai karate roughly m eans a combination of the five sepa­ 
rate m artial a rts,” German said. “There are many exponents 
of any one of the five and they all seem to hate each other. 
“ We’ve been able to combine them and as a result we get 
along well with all of them . We like to concentrate on defenses 
that discourage an attacker, not one that destroys him .” 
With that in mind, G erm an has built up the largest club in 
the state, which in itself is no little task because^ there are 
m ore than 300 in Southern California alone. 
His students range from four-year-olds to Max Shapiro, 72- 
year-old form er Mayor El Monte. “ We have entire families 
taking part now,” he said. 
The Top Place 
“ Southern California is the hotbed of karate in the world 
right now,” Germ an said. “ We’re at least five years ahead of 
the E ast Coast and we even have students coming from the 
Orient here to gain m astery oi it. 
“The reason for that,” he continued, “ is that there’s more 
money available for them to perfect it and the conditions are 
better. Instead of group lessons, they can take private lessons 
on a one-to-one basis. There are better facilities and equip­ 
ment and the schools are more professional. We have closed- 
circuit TV and showers right here.” 
K arate’s boom has hud the analogy m ade of the bowling 
alley boom a few y e a n back, when family recreation centers 
with modern equipment and surroundings sprang up to replace 
the old-smoke-filled m an’s domain of the early years of that 
sport. 
And it’s also been com pared to drag racing, which found its 
beginnings in Southern California and has also grown into one 
of the nation’s top sports. 
And the boom reaches a clim ax next weekend in Long 
Beach. Don’t be surprised if one of G erm an’s students wins an 
international championship. He won’t be. 
The m atches will be staged on a 20x20 square m at with a 
three-m inute tim e lim it or when a contestant scores three 
points. “ There’s a fantastic am ount of action in a karate 
m atch,” Germ an said, “ because of the combination of things 
that are taking place. It’s not just a one-punch type of gam e.” 
G erm an’s enthusiasm for the sport has taken him to various 
organizations and clubs two or three tim es a week to give 
dem onstrations, another srign of karate’s growning popularity. 
“ We’re trying to wake people up to whac it really is,” he said. 
He’s also appeared on several talk-shows and has served as 
bodyguard to show-business personalities as well. 
The above-mentioned Parker gets much of the credit for 
bringing karate to the level it now attains and probably de­ 
serves the title of “ Mr. K arate.” 
But when German was asked who might win a private con­ 
frontation between himself and Parker, he momentarily forgot 
his modesty and replied without hesitating, ” 1 would.” 
Dont worry, though, the two are good friends. There would 
probably be only one of them if they werd enemies.

Bills owner Ralph C. Wilson 
Jr., over statem ents Rauch 
m ade on a Buffalo television 
program July 11. 
Harvey Johnson, the 
Na­ 
tional Football League club’s 
player-personnel director, was 
immediately nam ed to suc­ 
ceed Rauch as the Bills’ men­ 
tor. 
Rauch felt it would take at 
least three years to build the 
team 
into 
a 
championship 
club and improve its 1968 re­ 
cord of 1-12-1, the worst in 
pro football. 
Many observers felt the ac­ 
quisition 
of 
O.J. 
Simpson, 
Dennis Shaw and A1 Cowling 
put Buffalo within reach of 
developing winning form. 
Rauch, 43, left the Oakland 
Raiders in January 1969 to 
take on the challenge of im­ 
proving the Bills. His initial 
season wrought a 4-10 record. 
The injury 
ridden club 
fi­ 
nished with a 3-10-1 m ark last 
season. 
T h e 
resignation 
was 
prompted 
Tuesday 
at 
the 
B i l l s ’ N iagara University 
training cam p when Wilson 
informed Rauch he was going 


to issue a statem ent defend­ 
ing two form er club veterans, 
Ron McDole and Paul Ma­ 
guire, whom Rauch criticized 
on WBEN-TV’s “ Let’s Talk 
Sports” nine days earlier. 
Rauch referred to the now- 
retired Maguire, one of the 
AFL’s 
top 
punters, 
as 
“ a 
clown,” with whom he ad­ 
m itted 
having 
a 
personal 
feud. 
“ That might be all right for 
a winning team if he was con­ 
tributing his share,” Rauch 
said, “ but in recent years he 
hasn’t been contributing his 
share, and all that joking and 
kidding around doesn’t go too 
good on a losing ball club and 
it irritated me to no end.” 
Rauch said he felt McDole 
“has not played what in my 
standards is winning football 
in the last three years.” The 
defensive end was traded to 
the Washington Redskins in 
the offseason for three draft 
choices. 
Wilson told Rauch following 
Tuesday’s afternoon workout 
that he was issuing a state­

NF.W YORK (NEA)—At the 
crack of the bat, Luis Apa­ 
ricio, no spring chicken, pops 
out of shortstop as if newly 
hatched. Wispy arms aflutter. 
Dusty, 
pigeon-toed 
scutter. 
Hand dart of a peg! 


He was voted

shortstop by the fans, despite 
the worst hitting slump he's 
ever endured. “I voted for 
Mark Belanger myself,” said 
Aparicio. “He’s the best in 


the business now.” 
No, he was not embar­

I get embarrassed,” he said. 
In fact, he felt honored. “The

Torre May Become First 
Card Champ Since Musial 


ST. LOUIS (UP!)—Not since 
the playing days of Stan Mu­ 
sial have the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals had a batting cham­ 
pion. But Joe Torre is on his 
way to the 1971 title. 
Musial won the last of his 
seven batting titles in 1957. 
.Toe Cunningham and Dick 
Groat have come close to bat­ 
ting crowns, but now Torre 
has opened up a lead over the 
other leading National League 
hitters and is a little sur­ 
prised about it all. 
“I’ve never hit this high this 
late in the season,” Torre 
said. “I’d like to win it, but 
there are a lot of pitchers 
who have a lot to say about 
it.” 
Torres refuses to concentrate 
on being the league’s leading 
hitter, because, he reasons, 
“when 1 think about myself, 
I’m the worst player in the 
world.” 
“Last year at the end of the 
season we couldn’t change 
our position in the standings, 
and I tried to concentrate on 
getting 100 rbis,” he said. “I 
was so terrible that 1 eventual­ 
ly just forgot about it, and I 
started playing better.” 
Torre finished the season 
with an even 100 runs batted 
in and had a .325 average for 
the fourth-place Cardinals. 
“You know who’s happiest 
about my hitting this sea­ 
son?” 
Torre 
asked. 
“My 
brother, Frank, who’s with

his bats.” 
Torre also credits the fact 
that he has been able to keep 
his weight down and that he 
is more relaxed at the plate. 
“The reason that I’m more 
relaxed is because I’m not 
catching,”

you’re not doing it anymore. 
A catcher is always thinking 
about his pitcher and thinking 
about the batters.” 
With Mike Shannon on the

proving as an infielder. 
“This is the first time in six 
or seven years that I've played 
only one position the first half 
of the season,” Torre said. “I 
started other years in the in­ 
field, but I’d always find my­ 
self behind the plate before too 
long.” 
Torre began 
the 
season 
with a 22-game hitting streak 
but he’s more proud of two 
errorless-game streaks of 22 
and 24 games. 
‘I always want to improve 
anything I do that needs im­ 
provement,” he said. “When I 
was with Atlanta, magazine 
stories that rated the Braves’ 
pennant prospects would de­ 
scribe our catching as ‘ade­ 
quate.’ I didn’t want to be 
just adequate. Pride makes 
you want to do better, to be 
able to improve.” 
Torre was 31 Sunday and 
has become more philosophic­ 
al about the science of hitting. 
“You h a v e to discipline 
yourself on the field,” he 
said, “and you have to keep 
your composure. It’s so easy 
to go off the deep end when 
you’re 0-for-6 or 0-for-7, then 
suddenly you’re 0-for-40.” 
Torre was chosen as the 
National 
League's 
starting 
third baseman in this year’s 
All-Star game, and he was de­ 
lighted with the honor. 
“I was very glad to be hit­ 
ting third in that lineup,” he 
said. “That was really nice.”

He has played over 3,000 
big-league games at short. 
More than anyone in baseball, 
from Appling to Zimmer. At 
5-8, 157 pounds (one pound 
more than when he broke into 
the majors with the White 
Sox in 1956), Aparicio appears 
fragile from afar. Batboys 
are often bigger. Close up, he 
is not callow at all. 
Thirty-seven years old, sil­ 
very streaks in fine black 
hair, good cheek bones, soft 
eyes, easy smile, body wound 
firm as hemp. Signs of fray­ 
ing, though: Began wearing 
glasses 
lately,

throwing elbow, back muscle 
pull has forced him to miss 
more games than usual, stole 
only two bases by All-Star 
break (stole eight last season, 
but still holds major league 
mark for most consecutive 
years leading league in stolen 
bases, nine), sad slump. 
In the locker room before a 
game, he excuses himself 
with a smile. “They’re going 
tq put this body together, it’s 
falling apart.” Trainer Buddy 
LeRoux rubs him down twice 
before each game. Aparicio 
groans in pain from the hot 
balm on his back. He also 
gets 
daily 
diatherrri 
and 
whirlpool treatments. He ne­ 
ver forgets his vitamins, ei­ 
ther, says LeRoux. 
“I guess I’ve lost a step or 
two,” said Aparicio. “But my 
legs are still strong. I think 
I’m playing the best shortstop 
I’ve played in, 10 years.” 
Up to the All-Star game, 
he had made only five errors. 
Hitting was another matter. 
On July 9 he had dropped to 
.151, after having! gone 2-for- 
65 from mid-May, with one 
streak of 0-for-44—this coming 
on the heels of his best sea­ 
son batting, .313 in 1970. 
He got lucky coins, statues, 
mementoes, religious cha ms, 
well wishes, advice and, sad­ 
ly, only a few loud fouls. Fi­ 
nally, 
Rico 
Petrocelli 
dis­ 
covered 
that Aparicio had 


been dropping his bat and 
pulling his elbow back. When 
Aparicio b r o k e the streak 
with a single 
in 
Fenway 
Park, the crowd of 10,266 rose 
and applauded warmly. 
“The fans never booed me, 
the whole time,” said Apa­ 
ricio. 
The Red Sox had been in 
first place throughout that pe­ 
riod and that, said Aparacio, 
took much of the pressure off. 
He also did not make an er­ 
ror during that 15-game hit- 
less streak. “That’s what kept 
me from going crazy,” he 
said. His plate performance 
was depressing also because 
the Red Sox had traded for 
him over the winter to bolster 
an anticipated pennant drive. 
The day after he broke his 
somber streak, he received a 
letter from a fan in Washing­ 
ton, D.C. The fan, the year 
before, had called Aparicio 
“indestructible.” It had made 
the papers. 
Now, the fan 
wrote to congratulate Luis 
and told him that he, too, was 
once in a slump and then hit 
a home run. Signed, Richard 
M. Nixon. 
Aparicio went on a hitting 
streak the last couple weeks 
before the All-Star break.

Steve shoots off fireworks 
that spray out behind him as 
he jumps, making it look like 
ho is on fire as he streaks 
over his barricade. 
The teenager jumps mostly 
in the Midwest, but he will be 
at Ascot Park in Gardena this 
Friday night to do his thing

Young Droste has been rid­ 
ing a motorcycle since he was 
12 years old, and he started 
jumping to) raise money to 
support his racing habit. He 
has been racing for five sea­ 
sons. 
Perhaps he 
acquired the 
skill — or at least the nerve 
— to jump over cars when he 
was a competitive water ski 
jumper. On skis behind a po­ 
wer boat he has leaped as far 
as 100 feet. 
It might be pointed out that 
water is hard when you land 
on it at 60 to 80 miles an 
hour, but not as hard as dirt 
or concrete. 
The Iowa boy uses only one 
ramp because it is much eas­ 
ier to set up for an inter­ 
na i »s i o n show 
than two 
r a m p s . Experienced Evel 
watchers know that it takes 
him, a wer*k of fussing to set 
up his takeoff and receiving 
ramps, and on “jump day” 
he drives 
the crowd bats 
making practice runs back 
and forth to achieve just the 
proper amount of speed in the 


takeoff area. 
Droste just moves in, di­ 
rects the parking of cars, sets 
up his ramp, rears back and 
lets fly. 
He appeared on the national 
T V 
show, 
“To 
Tell 
the 
Truth,” and to his chagrin pa­ 
nelists picked him out quite 
easily. 
Droste 
still 
regards 
his 
jumping act, for which he 
gets paid anything from $800 
to $2,000 and expenses, as a 
temporary 
job, 
something 
with which to get recognition 
and earn money so that he 
can afford some day to cam­ 
paign on the American Mo­ 
torcycle Assn. national cham­ 
pionship trail. 
His goal is not to be the 
greatest leaper in the world, 
but to bolt “No. 1” on his rac­ 
ing bike. That is the number 
assigned to the national mo­ 
torcycle racing champion.

Not too many years ago the 
National Hot Rod Assn. o ut- 
lawed fuel dragsters, believ­ 
ing they were unsafe. The 
fastest legal dragster in those 
days was the top gas elimina­ 
tor. 


Fuelerg were reinstated, but 
now it; appears that NHRA 
may be doing away with top 
gas cars, for all intents and 
purposes, after the 1971 sea­ 
son. At least that is the opi­ 
nion of the leading gas drags­ 
ter driver, Walt Rhoades of 
Los Angeles. 
Rhoades drives the twin- 
e n g i n e 
“ Freight 
Train,” 
which has been the scourge of 
top gas dragster ranks for 
five years. If his prediction 
that the class will die out af­ 
ter this season comes true, he 
will be seen in only a few 
more races, 
including this 
weekend’s U.S. Pro Dragster 
Championships 
at 
Orange 
County Raceway. 
Rhoades reasons this way; 
For 1972 NHRA is eliminating 
two of its eight general eli­ 
minator categories, including 
top gas. The top gas drivers 
will be lumped in with others 
in what is known a9 the com­ 
petition eliminator category, 
and there’s the rub. 
In top gas everybody runs 
“heads up,” or without any 
time handicap, because the 
class is considered a 
profes­ 
sional one. NHRA, however, 
calls competition eliminator 
an amateur class. Inequalities 
between different 
types of 
amateur cars are compen­ 
sated for by a handicap sys­ 
tem. 
To simplify the complicated 
method of controlling handi­ 
cap racing, cars us ually run 
against each other with elec- 
t r i c a 11 y timed staggered 
starts based on national class 


records. 
“That’s where the ‘Freight 
Train’ has everything fouled 
up,” Rhoades said. “We fig­ 
ure to put the record! clear up 
to 7 seconds flat at the In­ 
dianapolis 
Nationals, 
and 
we’ll probably get into the 6’s 
before the year is out. There 
isn’t anybody ini the gas class 
can stand to run giving away 
1,000 footl handicaps. That’s 
what we’d have to do.” 
Most of the top gas cars 
are 
currently 
running 
the 
quarter-mile in 7.15 to 8 sec­ 
onds, Rhoades said. The cur­ 
rent national record is 7.13. 
He believes gas dragster dri­ 
vers would just have to stay 
home from the big national 
meets where the only large 
purses are paid. 
It is unlikely that NHRA set

Whenever we discuss politics, 
however, he treats me as if 1 
were an idiot, an 1 believe 
this is because he doesn’t res­ 
pect any women. It is this 
one issue that makes me hesi­ 
tate about marrying him and 
returning to his country. — 
J.S. 


Dear Miss S.: This should 
make you hesitate if you feel 
it is true, because it is rather 
basic to what most American 
women feel they need and ex­ 
pect to have a happy, endur­ 
ing marriage. 1 think this is a 
subject that you should dis­ 
cuss thoroughly before you 
consider entering a relation­ 
ship you expect to be lasting 


The Latin-American culture 
is quite different from ours in 
terms of what is expected of 
males and females, both be­ 
fore and after marriage. Your 
friend cannot help but have 
been 
influenced 
by 
these 
views, but he may, being a 
sophisticated person, have re­ 
jected some of the attitudes 
his countrymen hold. 
There 
is 
such 
a 
strong 
sense of male dominance and 
accentuation 
of 
masculine 
ideals in Latin America that 
they have a special word to 
express this, “ Machismo.” 


This emphasis on masculin­ 
ity, or what masculinity is 
supposed to be, is reflected in 
almost everything from bull 
fights to politics. 


In 
many 
countries, 
the 
woman b reduced to a sub- 


servient and sometimes even 
masochistic role. 
Generally, 
maternity and religion are 
supposed to be her primary 
interests and from these two 
centers she is supposed to re­ 
ceive mo^t of her pleasures. 


Whle this changes some­ 
what with those individuals 
who have higher educations, 
there is still not the kind of 
equality that most American 
women have grown to expect. 
The existence of the double 
standard cannot be denied at 
almost all levels of society. 
For example, in a sample 
of university students in Bo­ 
gota, 
Colombia, sex differ­ 
ences 
were 
more 
striking 
than in similar studies in the 
United States. 
Social life is considerably 
more restricted and religious 
participation 
was 
noticably 
more extensive. 
Sex differ­ 
ences are very pronounced in 
less educated samples. For 
instance, 39 per cent of the 
males contrasted with 92 per 
cent of the females regarded 
it 
as 
possible 
to 
remain 
chaste until marriage. A stu­ 
dy in the U.S. found only a 
difference of 10 per cent be­ 
tween the sexes. 
Studies have shown that the 
family and home life is quite 
different and generally less 
stabilized. Marriage is much 
less e q u a l i t a r i a n and 
frequently extramarital 
af­ 
fairs by the male are consid­ 
ered totally inconsequential, 
while the same privileges are 
definitely not extended to the 
female. 
As 1 mentioned earlier, it is 
quite possible that your friend 
feels a double standard 
is 
wrong and undemocratic, but 
I think it is essential that you 
make sure you know exactly 
what his views are before you 
enter into marriage, for if 
you do not share his views on 


this subject, you may be in 
tor a great deal of unhappi­ 
ness. 
Every marriage can accept 
differences of opinion on cer­ 
tain subjects, especially in a 
relationship such 
as 
yours 
where you have a number of 
common interests and hob­ 
bies and mo s t important, 
where there is love, but un­ 
less you are willing to accept 
a 
very 
passive 
and 
sub­ 
servient 
role, 
you’d 
better 
make certain you fully un­ 
derstand your husband’s atti­ 
tudes on this rather major 
subject. 
W h a t e v e r his attitudes, 
don’t enter a marriage ex­ 
pecting 
to 
make 
profound 
changes in him. Either accept 
his basic attitudes and learn 
to live with them or throw out 
the possibility of marriage.

very well by hand, too, in the 
time-honored manner. 
Here 
are some tricks you should 
know. All ingredients should 
be chilled, even 
the 
bowl 
should be chilled. Add half of 
the oil literally a drop at a 
time, then add the balance in 
a stream. 


In hot weather it helps to 
put the bowl over cracked 
ice. If it still separates, break 
one egg yolk into another 
bowl and stirring constantly, 
add the dressing to it almost 
drop by drop until it thickens. 
If the dressing gets too thick, 
you may thin it with cream, 
evaporated 
milk 
or 
even 
whipped cream. It is really 
not so difficult and well worth 
the trouble. 


Avocados 
are 
reasonable 
now and sometimes a bar­ 
gain. Avocado mayonnaise is 
delicious over sliced tomatoes 
and cucumbers and on citrus 
salad. Try it on shrimp. Here 
from my book is the recipe 
for it. 


AVOCADO MAYONNAISE 


2-3 cup mashed or sieved 
avocado 
*4 tsp. salt 
1 tbsp. lemon juice 
>4 tsp. Tabasco sauce 
3 tbsp. mayonnaise 
1 tbsp. finely cut chives or 
parsley 
Combine avocado with salt, 
lemon 
juice 
and Tabasco. 
Beat in mayonnaise. Add par­ 
sley or chives. If too thick, 
add either more mayonnaise 
or a little sour cream. Makes 
about 1 cup dressing.

but elegant first course for a 
summer terrace supper? The 
entree will be barbecued chi­ 
cken.

all soil is out. Cook the aspa­ 
ragus upright in a pot that 
will hold it with just enough 
water to create steam. Salt 
the water lightly, cover the 
pot after the water boils and 
cook exactly 17 minutes, or 
until the asparagus is just 
tender but still bright green 
and firm. 
Drain off the water. (If you 
keep these vegetable waters, 
you can make excellent con­ 
sommes. You can cook the 
next night’s vegetables in the 
water from those the night 
before, thus 
getting 
flavor 
a n d additional 
nutriment.) 
Place the asparagus in the 
serving dish you plan to use 
and pour over it vinaigrette
